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Negro Prisoner 


Escapes Jail 


Willie Deering, an Alleged 


Check Flasher, Is Pound 
Missing When Case Was 
Called This Morning—Es- 
cape a Mystery. 


' 
Willie Deerlng, alias Hose Lewis, 


a negro alleged check flasher, held 
j pending his trial this morning on half 
a dozen warrants, made his escape 
from the city jail sometime, between 
yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clock and 
this morning at court time. Jail and 
police officials are puzzled over the 
' mysterious 
disappearance 
of 
the 
'negro. That he had broken jail was 
not discovered until his case was call- 
ed this morning in the police court, 
'when it was seen that he was not in 
the dock with the rest of the prison- 
ers. An officer was sent to jail to get 
him but he soon reiprned stating that 
Deerlng was not in nail. An investi- 
gation then, revealed that the negro 
had made his getaway. 
The escape of Deermg presents a 
mysterious and puzzling situation to 
jail officials and to the police. It was 
known that Deermg was rn jail yes- 
terday afternoon when the prisoners 
were fed and permitted to .iake a 
shotver bath on the upper floor. ^Smce 
that time he has not been seen. 
An investigation by Ja.lcr Nelson 


Dixon this morning revealed that a 
wooden slat in a ventilation window 
in the attic of the building had been 
broken out, making an opening large 
enough for a 
comparatively small 
man to crawl through But still this 
does not clear up the situation much 
because of the fact that the ventila- 
tion window is fltty feet from the 
ground and it would have been al- 
most impossible for him to jump this 
distance without serious injury. 
On 
the other hand no rope or blankets, 
as are usually used in jail deliveries, 
were hanging from the -window. Once 
outside ot the jail building Deenng 
•would have also had a difficult task 
in scaling the high fence with two 
rows of barbed wire around the top 
Jailor Dixon in expressing his op.n- 


ion on how the negro got out set forth 
his version a« follows: 
That seeing 


•while being allowed the privilege of 
taking a shower, Deer;ng crawled up 
through a ventillation opening In the 
roof into the attic and hid there un- 
til sometime during last night, when 
he forced out the slat in the window 
at the, end of the building. He could 
not explain just how the negro pot to 
the ground but said he presumed that 
he knotted blankets together 
and 
lowered himself, having- both ends ..n 
hisi-fcands, after it had been placed, 
around some object 
Once he was on 


the ground he: let one end go and by 
pulling the other, pulled the blankets 
down, leaving no trace of how he 
got from the high window. Mr. Dixon 
said that he discovered that one of 
the slats had been remox-ed after an 
investigation had failed to reveal that 
any bars had been broken or sawed. 
Sir. Dixon furtner stated that the 
jail building is never left without a 
keeper. His assistant. Harper Chand- 
ler, was there all of yesterday After- 
noon after the baths were given and 
that he (Dixon) returned late in the 
afternoon to relieve Mr, Chandler. 
Everything was in readiness for 
Deering's tr.al this morning en the 
charge of passing bogus checks when 
It was discovered he was missing.

was only thought that the officers had 
failed to bring him out with the oth- 
er prisoners.

"Willis."

satisfied Deering- was 
telling a fictitious talc and the man 
was held in charge without fuither 
efforts to find the alleged "Lewis". r°- 
ferred to by the ne,srro.

Wire Market News 


For Va. Farmers 


BY GEORGE H. MANNING.

WASHINGTON, D. C.. June 
27.-— 


With a view to keeping» the farmers 
and marketers of 'Virginia in closest 
touch with crop and market condi- 
tions of food products throughout the 
country, the Department of Agricul- 
ture is planning the extension of the 
leased wire market news ^service to 
Richmond, as one station 'on a neu 
southeastern circuit. 
The extension of the market news 
service about to be undertaken by the 
Department invoKes 
the 
establish- 
ment of one of the largest commerci- 
al leased telegraph wire and 
radio 


telegraph systems in the world. It has 
not yet been definitely decided wheth- 
er radio telegraph or leased wire will 
be used in the Southeastern circuit, 
which will run through Richmond, 
Raleigh. Clemson College and Jack- 
sonville as distributing centers for 
their respective states. 


The operation of the market news 


service, which is in the opinion of De- 
partment of Agriculture offic'als of 
inestimable value in regulating 
the 
movements of products to markets so 
as to prevent o\ ersupplying or glut- 
ting of the markets as any time, is Di- 
rected from the Washington office. 
Here reports are received from branch 
offices all over the countiy, giving re- 
ceint=i of all commodities, quotations 
for the day, and other information re- 
garding general crop and market con- 
ditions 
At the end of the day. all the 
re- 
ports received are tabulated and com- 
bined, and full reports of market con- 
ditions on all commodities dispatched 
simultaneously to all the distributing 
centers of the country, whence they 
are immediately transmitted through- 
out the territory surrounding these 
offices. 
At the Richmond office, 
for 
ex- 
ample, the reports received each night 
will be communicated to 
producers 


and the trade throughout "-gima by 
telegraph, radio, telephon , and the 
press, so that at almost any moment 
farmers everywhere in the State will 
have available an accurate picture of 
the national agricultuial market situ- 
ation; and consuming centers also will 
be fully informed as to the supplies 
•and prevailing' quotations of various 
products. 
Authority for extension of the De- 
partment's service is contained in the 
appropriations voted by the last Con- 
gress providing for an 
increase of 
about 5300,000 to carry on the work, 
making a total of approximately 
$700,000. 
During the war the leased 
wire system covered over 18,000 miles 
and connected practically all the lead- 
ing market centers of the country The 
service was regarded as an important 
factor* in bringing the ^ar to a suc- 
cessful conclusion by making avail- 
able at all times the fullest informa- 
tion on the food situation Following 
the war the service -was curtailed until 
it comprised only 2,600 miles of wire 
and only a comparatively few of the 
large eastern and 
middle western 
markets couia be covered. Last Sep- 
tember an additional circuit was start- 
ed from Kansas City to Austin, Texas, 
with a drop at Fort Worth. 
Under present extensions of the ser- 


vice which, will take effect July 1st, 
the leased wire system will cover ap- 
priximately 7,000 miles. 
The .circuit 


will extend from 
Boston south 
to 
Washington, thence west to San Fran- 
cisco or Los Angeles, connecting en 
route with Xew York, Philadelphia. 
Baltimore, Pittsburg. Cincinnati, Chi- 
cago and other important 
market 
centers of the west and middle west. 
Contracts will also be made with va- 
rious offices operated by State De- 
partments of Agriculture. In connec- 
tion with the southeastern circuit, 
a new branch office is to be opened at 
Atlanta. 
. 
The leased wire circuits are in op- 
eration from 6 a. m., to 6 p m daaly 
except Sundays, and through the de- 
velopment of.code systems are more 
intensively used than any other leas- 
ed wire system 
in existence, in the 
opinion of department telegraphers 
Officials estimates place the Amount 
of traffic handled by the circuits prior 
to the present extensions at approxi- 
mate'$650.000 per year based on com- 
mercial rates, with an annual cost uo 
SI government of $160.000 a saving 
of nearly $500.000 annually.

flecting general progress in North 
Carolina 
industries, 
the 
complete 


thirty-third report of the department 
of labor and printing was made pub- 
lic here today by Commissioner M. L. 
Shipman. 
Delay in presenting the 


completed report in printed forir« to 
the public was explained by the com- 
missioner as a result of legislative 
printing having precedence over the 
other material in the state printing 
office. 
The report covers practically «-very 


industry in which North CaroMnans 
are engaged and contains what Is> de- 
scribed by manufacturers as a mass 
of valuable date on Industrial condi- 
tions throughout the state. Governor 
Morrison received the original copy 
of the report December 15, 1922. 


North Carolina, says the chapter 


devoted to cotton, woolen, silk and 
cordage mills, "ranks second IF 
the 


manufacture of cotton goods in the 
states of the union and maintains its 
iead over the other southern states." 
This industry leads all others in the 
state in the number of wage corners 
and in the total amount paid in sal- 
aries and wages. 
There are three 


cordage, three silk and seven woolen 
mills in the state, .according 10 the 
report. 
Knitting mills come second in the 


textile industries and during -th«> last 
ten years, the number of establish- 
ments engaged in this business has 
more than doubled, the report says. 
142 mills being recorded as active. 


Illustrating the advance made in 


the furniture industry in the state, 
the report shows that during the past 
decade the percentage of yearly in- 
crease in the output has been 170, 
with a 93'per cent, increase in capital 
invested and a 23S per cent, increase 
in the.annual payroll.

officials of the Tobacco Grower* Co- 
operative Association are prepared to 
defend the contracts of 90,000 '.tya\ 
members ngulnst all attempts to foit- 
er contract breaking of stir up con- 
spiracy Is evidenced by the official 
etatement of Monroe O. Wilson, *ec- 
retary of the association given out 
from Richmond, Va., today. Mr. Wil- 
son's statement is as follows: 
"On the night of June 26. there 
was served on the association sum- 
mons in sixty-seven cases in which 
association members of Pitt county 
are instituting legal action against 
the association. Complaints have not 
yet been filed. 
However, from In- 


formation which comes direct .from 
one of the prime instigators of this 
plot, it appears that they are suits 
for the cancellation of the associa- 
tion's marketing agreement. 
For a 
month tile officers of the association 
hav« known 
of an intensive 
and 
secret movement by a few dissatis- 
fied and disgruntled Pitt county grow- 
ers to band together all of tho dUloy- 
al members of that county in suitu 
against the association. 
The leaders of this movement, en- 


couraged by suggestive and incediary 
expressions and statements from pro- 
minent men intimately connected with 
the action system, expected to get at 
least two hundred members 
to Join 
in this movement. They have held 
numerous meetings. They have con- 
spired for weeks. Out of a member- 
ship of 1,660 in Fitt county, they have 
succeeded in securing only sixty-seven 
members who have turned their backs 
on their fellow-farmers, have "welch- 
ed" on their contracts, and have sued 
the associatio... 
It further appears from statements 
from these same officious leaders-that 
the parties to these suits hope to keep 
the suits in court for a long time and 
to sell their tobacco as they please 
until'the litigation is settled. 
The association pledges to its loy- 
al members that each and every one 
of these suits will be contested and 
fought from every angle. 
The asso- 
ciation is confident of the ultimate 
favorable outcome of these suits, con- 
fident that the North Carolina ccurts 
of law and equity will uphold in 
every case the obligations of solemn 
•written instrument entered into with 
the association and 90,000 other grow- 
ers of tobacco. 
Moreover the asso- 
ciation is confident that the hopes of 
sixty-sever, are unfounded and that 
the sale of their tobacco at auction 
can be enjoined. Even while these 
cases are pending, the association ex- 
pects to get this tobacco. By their 
very suits, the sixty-seven have in- 
vited and laid themselves open, to 
counter claims and injunctions."
